Having been on strike since 
midnight September 1 for higher 
wages and better working condi­ 
tions, Fowler said the only thing 
yet left to settle are the wages.

Negotiations in an attempt to 
prevent the strike were carried 
on 30 days before the strike.

CIO , Local 2470 and IDECO 
were supposed to have met yes­ 
terday for further negotiations.

The City Council has delegated 
to the Chief of Police complete, 
final, absolute and supreme 
powers to control the flow of 
traffic in Torrance.

So. when we said last week 
that there was no ordinance call­ 
ing for "right turn only" signs 
out of certain alleys and parking 
areas, we said so without knowl­ 
edge that Ordinance No. 446 con­ 
fers dictatorial traffic powers on 
the chief, to set traffic signals 
where he wishes, to require right 
turns here, and left turns there, 
at his discretion a,nd without 
sanction of the City Council oth­ 
er than that provided in the or­ 
dinance.

We were told by the City At­ 
torney's office that no such or­

had been adopted nor 
was in the process of being pre­ 
pared, but, here Is what it says: 

"ARTICLE V -T U R N I N (1 
MOVEMENTS. Section I. Au­ 
thority to Place and Obedience to 
Turning Marker*:

"(A) The City Traffic Chief 
(Chief of Police) in author­ 
ized to place markers, hut- 
ton*, or Migns within or adja­ 
cent to intersection* Indicating 
the course to be traveled by 
vehicles turning at such Inter­ 
section*, and such course to be 
traveled as so Indicated may 
conform to or be other than 
as prescribed by law or ordi­ 
nance.
"Section 2. Authority to Place 

Restricted Turn Signs:
"Th,. City Traffic Chief Is 

hereby authorized to deter­ 
mine those Intersection* at 
which drivers of vehicles shall

Highest Tax 
Rate Adopted

County Board of Supervisors 
last week adopted Its highest 
tax rate in the county's history, 
a general county tax rate of 
$1.9350 per $100 assessed value. 
This is 33 % cents above l«ist 
year's $1.60 rate.

This high $1.9350 was cut 
down from an anticipated $1.97 
rate by reducing funds appropri­ 
ated to cover expected tax de­ 
linquents.

Transferred from the charities 
fund to the county general fund 
was $1,926,000. This was to cov­ 
er this year's delinquent taxes.

School bells will ring again for all classes from kinder­ 
garten to adults on Monday, September II.

Business Manager E. W. Ingrum, 
;uid Board Members Al Jackson 
and W. H. Tolson were escorted 
on the tour by a firm of archi­ 
tects which has been working 
with concrete construction seek­ 
ing methods of building schools 
at reduced costs.

Jackson pointed out that the 
Torrance district would be pion­ 
eering this type of construction.

However, during the last three 
and one-half years, there have 
been many buildings of pre-cast 
concrete constructed in the area, 
and they have in each case re­ 
sulted in considerable saving, es­ 
timated at between 12 and 15 
percent, minimum.

The Board Tuesday night hired 
the firm of Daniel, Mann & John­ 
son as architects for the high 
school construction program. 
Henry Gogarty refused the Job 
due to press of other business, it 
was said-

Each morning is devoted to 
workshops in reading, science, 
physical education, speech li­ 
brary materials, music, art, 
health, and individualized in­ 
struction. The workshop leaders 
include members of the local 
staff and consultants from the 
office of the County Superten- 
dent of schools. Afternoons are 
spent in the individual buildings 
in meetings with the principals 
and getting classrooms ready for 
the pupils.

The school staff totals 192 
members for the opening of 
school, real evidence of the fast 
growing school population. 
School opened last year with a 
total staff of 153. An opening en­ 
rollment of 4,300 pupils is ex­ 
pected this year compared to an 
opening enrollment of 3.6f>6 last 
year.
